Urban  Renewal  Defeated 

Provo— A proposal  to  create  an  agency  to  administer 
urban  renewal  in  Provo  was  defeated  in  a special  election 
Tuesday.  The  final  vote,  almost  three  to  one  against  the 
measure,  was  1,651  in  favor  to  -4,582  opposed.  Proponents 
of  the  propo.sal  grouped  themselves  into  the  Golden  Era 
Committee,  headed  by  Dr.  Lloyd  L.  CuUimore  who  is  a fonii- 
er  mayor  of  the  city  and  also  director  of  the  BYU  Health 
Center.  The  successful  opponents  of  the  urban  renewal  plan 
had  organized  into  the  Citizens  Committee  for  the  Protection 
of  Property  Rights  and  sponsored  literature  distribution 
and  a public  debate. 

In  a similar  vote  in  Salt  Lake  Tuesday  urban  renewal 
was  defeated  about  six  to  one.  When  25  of  the  55  special 
election  districts  had  reported  in.  the  vote  was  2,024  “yes” 
and  12,421  “no.”  Mayor  J.  Bi*acken  Lee  had  opposed  the 
urban  renewal  bill,  but  Governor  Calvin  Rampton,  Rep.  David 
Ling,  former  Rep.  Sherman  Lloyd,  the  League  of  Women 
Votere,  the  Salt  Lake  County  Civic  Auditorium  Board.  Max- 
well  E.  Rich  (Chamber  of  Commerce),  K.  J.  Sullivan  (Cham- 
ber of  Commercce),  the  AFI^CIO,  and  the  Salt  Lake  Tri- 
bune were  all  among  the  active  supporters  of  the  measure. 
Real  Estate  Broker  Organizations  in  Utah  County  and  Salt 
Lake  County  opposed  the  measure.
